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On Metro Plaza plans 

Troutt doesn't share sunny outlook

Despite the optimism of developers 
planning the proposed multi-million 
dollar Romulus Metro Plaza, Mayor 
Terry L. Troutt isn’t particularly 
pleased with their progress. 

Troutt is disappointed that the 
planning for the project has taken so 
long, and that no actual building has 
begun He recalls early last fall when 
the plaza plans were unveiled in a gala 
ceremony, how he and others assured 
everyone the project would be struc- 
turally underway by spring. 

Spring w ill be here in about a month, 
but chances appear slim that the plaza 
w ill be on its way up by then. In fact, the 
possibility exists that it may not 
become a reality at all.” 


“I don’t want to say it’s going to be, 
and I don’t want to say it’s not going to 
be,” the mayor said. “I understand that 
obtaining the land is the problem. The 
I main problem before was financing, 
but I guess that has been cleared up. 
up. 

"When the money is laid dowm on the 
land and the permits are bought, then 
we’ll know we’re moving.” 

Troutt added that the city can’t wait 
much longer for definite progress on 
the project. 

‘‘I’ve met w’ith all the people in- 
volved, including the (senior citizens’) 
high rise developers, mall and court- 
house people,” he continued. "And I 
set a date by w hich the project must be 


under way substantially. • 

"If it isn’t by then, we’ll build it 
ourselves. The city can’t sit here 
waiting forever ”. 

Troutt would not say what the date is, 
but said it is not intended to be a 
"deadline,” but more of a target date. 

The entire $20 million. 75-acre 
project, as originally planned, included 


a senior citizens high-rise apartment 
complex, a shopping mall, convention 
center, bank. 34th District Court 
building and medical clinic 

The clinic reportedly has been 
scratched from the plans. 

Everything but the convention center 
is to be built by private concerns. The 
city will foot the bill for that, but no 


committments on the center will be 
made until the rest of the project 
definitely is on the rise 
"The city has agreed that if the mall, 
high rise, court and bank proceed, then 
well go w'ith the auditorium (con- 
vention center.” Troutt said 
The mayor added that the lag in the 
progress came as a surprise 
"A few’ months ago we thought it 
really was moving,” he continued 
"Then it bogged dow n I guess there are 
too many technical things to take care 
of." 

He said the city particuarly is con- 
cerned about the high-rise complex. 

"We’ve committed ourselves to it,” 
he said. "That is something we need 


very much If it doesn't materialize, 
we ll have to look elsewhere.” 

The plaza complex is scheduled to be 
built on the west side of Wayne Road 
north of 1-94. 

Troutt added that the same com- 
mittment holds for a new courthouse, 
which he said is needed badly. 

Regarding the shopping mall. Troutt 
continued: "Another company is in- 
terested in building a small shopping 
center in the city If the big one (the 
mall) dies, the smaller one may come 
in. 

"No matter whajt. we intend to have 
senior citizens and shopping facilities.” 
he assured 


Stewart calls for study 


of sheriff patrol service

Jim Stewart necessarily isn’t in favor 
of Romulus forming its own police force / 
again, but the city , councilman does 
havesome reservations about renewing 
the city’s contract for police protection 
with the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department. 

The city’s 5-year contract with the 
department will expire in mid-1976, and 
notice must be given at least one full 
year in advance if the city does not wish 
io renew the pact, Stewart said. 

The councilman said he sees some 
areas of the department’s service to 
Romulus which are lacking and wants 
to take a close look at the operation 
before he votes to renew or terminate 
the contract. 

"I think the biggest problem has been 
a lack of communication between the 
citizens and sheriff’s deputies,” 
Stewart said. "They (citizens) weren’t 
being communicated back to by the 
department as to where, for instance, a 
burglary case stood. 


"Because the contract is coming up 
for renewal, now is the time to evaluate 
the sheriff’s services. By giving them a 
1-year notice, if we decided to ter- 
minate the contract, it would give us a 
chance to establish our own police 
department.” 

However, the senior elected official 
on the City Council admitted that 
formir.g a police department -vould be 
extremely difficult and not a wise step 
to take. 

Until three years ago, when Romulus 
Township became a city, the towmship 
had its own force. When that was ter- 
minated, all of its equipment, including 
automobiles, and uniforms, also was 
disposed of, he said. 

So the costs of starting another force 
would be too prohibitive, admits 
Stewart and other city officials. 

Nonetheless, Stewart wants to be 
sure the city’s annual payment of 
"about $900,000” for the sheriffs patrol 
service is well used. 

"I haven’t heard many complaints 
about the service.” he admitted. "But I 


haven’t been too happy about it either. 
In the next week or two I’ll get a first- 
hand view' by visiting the department to 
see if our four cars are being utilized 
best.” 

Four 1-man sheriff’s patrol cruisers 
continually are in Romulus during the 
daytime and four 2-man cars cruise the 
city at night, said Insp Richard M. 
Novak, head of the sheriffs, petrel s 
Romulus detail. 

In addition, two detectives . and a 
juvenile officer do fulltime duty in the 
city. 

Stewart made his dissenting views 
about the sheriff’s service known at a 
meeting between city officials and 
representatives of the department last 
week. 

Stewart questions the patrol’s con- 
tention that four cars always are in the 
city. 

"I ha ve a police radio, and once when 
there was a call in Romulus I couldn’t 
hear four cars being called,” he said. "I 
just questioned the fact that w f e have 


four cars here all of the time, but they 
assured me they did 

"Maybe we are getting what we’re 
paying for, but before I say ‘yes, the 
service is all right,’ or ‘no, it isn’t, I 
would have to evaluate it.” 

Novak is the first person Stewart will 
have to contend with. 

"The service we give Romulus now is 
(he best any city r’ould get ” Novak 
said. "I’m satisfied that the things we 
are doing in that city are right. We’re 
not infallible, but overall the law en- 
forcement in Romulus is second to 
none. 

"If the mayor and council saw fit that 
it wasn’t, they would get rid of our 
service.” 

Novak suggested that any citizens 
who have a complaint about the patrol 
service "let me know.” 

"But for anybody to say that we’re 
not doing our jobs is wrong,” he con- 
tinued "Remember, there’s two sides 
to every story, and then there’s the 
facts.”

In March 1973, the Board of 
Education adopted 

‘The policy ol the Board of Education 
of the Romulus Community Schools 
prohibits the unlawful possession, sale, 
use or consumption by students under 
the jurisdiction of the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools (in transit to or from 
school, at school activities, on school 
premises) of any "controlled sub- 
stance” as defined by the Michigan 
Controlled Substances Act of 1971, such 
as heroin, lysergic acid diethylamide 
(LSD), methodone, marijuana and 
other related drugs." The policy also 
prohibits alcoholic beverages. 

Under the policy, offenders, after 
being notified of the reasons for their 
suspensions, w ill be barred from school 
lor a specified period of time. 

In the event the suspending official 
intends to recommend explusion of the 
student, the student after being notified 
of the reasons lor his suspension im 
mediately would be suspended from 
school pending a hearing before the 
Board of Education

The pros and cons of a plan 
to develop the city’s fourth 
major park, complete with 
lighted tennis and basketball 
courts and baseball 
diamonds, will be discussed 
at a Romulus Recreation 
Commission public hearing 
at 7:30 p.m. tomorrow. 

The hearing will be in the 
City Hall Council Chambers 

The proposed park would 
be developed on 12.7 acres of 
land along Cogswell Road 
near Walnut Drive, adjacent 
to a proposed industrial 
park. 

The city is applying for a 
state grant through the 
Department of Natural 
Resources*to pay for half of 
the expected $210,000 cost of 
developing the park, said 
city spokesman Gary 
Bingamen. 

The amount received from 
the state would be 
“matched” by the city, 
he added. 

Bingamen said the deadline 
for applying for the gi ant is 


March 1, but the city 
probably won’t know' if its 
application is approved until 
about May. 

“If it is granted, we’ll 
draw' up the specifications 
for the park, put them out for 
bids and start immediately 
on the development.” he 
continued. 

Bingamen estimated the 
project would take about 
three months to complete.

As we see it 
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Governor toys with value added tax 


Gov. William G. Milliken and 
his advisers have been toying 
for several years with the idea 
of a value added tax for 
Michigan. His proposal for a 
new "business income tax" 
isn't a value added tax in the 
European sense, but it's pretty 
close. 

The idea of a single tax on 
business to replace five dif- 
ferent levies was the major new 
proposal in the governor's 
budget message to the 
Legislature. It accompanied 
the news that an 18 percent 
increase will be needed in the 
personal income tax to make up 
for money lost in the repeal of 
the sales tax on food and drugs 
by voters last November. 

Under the European idea, a 
value added tax is a tax on the 


difference between what the 
raw materials used in a product 
cost and what the finished 
product is sold for — in other 
words, a tax on the value-added 
by the firm. A manufacturer 
who sells a product for $10 and 
who uses goods which cost $3 to 


make it pays a tax on the $7 
difference. 

The governor and his aides 
have put forth a plan that is 
pretty close to that. The main 
difference is the allowance of a 
100 percent credit for all capital 
expansion. 


Budget director Jerry Miller 
said it is expected the tax rate 
will be about two percent if 
adopted to make up for the 
money lost through repeal of 
five other taxes. The five are 
the corporate income tax, the 
corporation franchise fee, the 
financial institutions income 
tax, the business portion of the 
intangibles and personal in- 
come taxes and the inventory 
tax levied by local government. 

That two percent will be 
applied to a figure derived by 
taking the gross income of a 
firm, subtracting the raw 
material costs of the firm and 
subtracting' all capital in- 
vestments during the year. 
There will be no depreciation of 
assets over a number of years. 

If a business put up a new 
building or bought a new 


machine during the year, the 
whole cost is deducted on that 
year's tax bill. 

The idea should* mean fewer 
taxes for such capital intensive 
businesses as public utilities, 
who have to spend billions on 
new facilities. It will mean 
stiffer taxes for law firms and 
doctors offices — firms 
providing services with no raw 
materials and no capital ex- 
penditures, except for an office 
building. 

The idea also will mean a 
much more stable tax base for 
the state than one based on 
profits. As the sales tax 
provides a steady income in 
good and bad years, so would a 
tax based on sales of businesses 
rather than on their profits. 

Milliken also said it would 
mean a better business climate 


for Michigan by encouraging 
capital expansion. 

As far as the budget he 
proposed is concerned, it has 
earned the description "tight" 
because it represents an in- 
crease in state spending of less 
than seven percent, compared 
to a national inflation rate of 
around 12 percent last year. 

The governor has handed 
Democratic legislators, who 
control both houses, a 
document they will be hard 
pressed to cut any further. 

There will be a lot of 
posturing by legislators on all 
sides in the next few months as 
they agonize over the income 
tax increase and decide 
whether they want to make it 
bigger or smaller. For the 
moment, it's plain the governor 
has given them a lot to chew on. 
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As they see it

and refraining from making car repairs 
on our parking pad.

It’s true that our lawn could 
have used another feeding of fertilizer 
last summer, but the boys did keep it 
cut and trimmed and we continued to 
water it. (There were people in the park 
who let their grass burn up from lack 
of water , even though they were not 
responsible for the water bill.) 

Also, for a while we worried about 


having someone available in the park to 
call after office hours in an emergency. 
We understand this situation has been 
corrected and to be on the safe side, we 
have added the phone numbers of the 
Belleville Police and Fire Department 
to our list erf emergency numbers. 

We see no need for a tenants’ 
association at this time If we have a 
question or a problem, we take it 
directly to management and never 
have been disappointed.

Milliken always says the right 


thing

One of the reasons for Gov. William 
G. Milliken’s continued popularity in 
Michigan has been his uncanny ability 
to never say the wrong thing at the 
wrong time. 

Whether he is planning a speech or 
answering questions, the governor 
always, yes always, has said only what 
he wanted to say when he wanted to say 
it. He has never been tripped up by 
questioning and he always knows 
exactly in what form he wants to make 
things public. 

For example, let’s look at his per- 
formance over the last three years in 
announcing tax plans. In two of those 
years he has proposed tax cuts. In one 


year — this year — he has proposed a 
tax increase. 

It turns out that both tax cut 
proposals were announced in the 
governor’s State of the State speech. 
That speech is delivered to a joint 
session of the Legislature and is the 
most widely covered event of the year 
in the Capitol. 

Every television station sends a news 
team to cover it, and since a proposed 
tax cut always is newsworthy, the 
governor gets statewide television 
exposure coming out for tax cuts. 

But this year it was different. This 
year the governor had to propose a tax 
increase. So, for the first time in three 
years, the specifics waited until the 


budget message he sends to the 
Legislature. He doesn’t read that. It 
just shows up on their desks one 
morning. 

In the State of the State speech, the 
only mention he made was when he said 
he would send along his budget later in 
the month “along with my specific 
proposal for offsetting the revenue 
being lost because of the removal of the 
sales tax on food and drugs ” 

Notice, not one use of the phrase “tax 
increase” could be filmed or recorded. 

Equally as important is the way the 
governor described the tax changes. 

Two years ago he proposed “broad- 
based tax relief in the amount of $370 


million over the next two fiscal years" 
'and spelled it all out in his State of the 
State speech. All the details were there. 

One year ago in the state speech he 
called for tax cuts of “$107 million over 
a 2-year period beginning during the 
next fiscal years.” Again, all the details 
were included. 

But this year the proposals for some 
reason weren’t ready to be given in the 
statewide covered speech And when 
they finally popped up in the budget 
message, they came in a different 
form. 

“I am recommending that the per- 
sonal income tax rate be increased 
from 3.9 percent to 4.6 percent effective 
May 1, 1975,” he said. 


In the next paragraph he added that 
the proposal would mean an additional 
$220 million for the next fiscal year. 

In announcing tax cuts, the governor 
had explained what they would mean 
over the next twoyears in terms of total 
dollars. But nowhere in his budget did 
he talk about $440 million or more over 
a two year period. 

There is one more aspect to this. The 
governor’s staff continues to refer to 
the tax as a .7 percent increase. It's 
true that the increase in the rate of 
taxable income taken will rise by .7 
percent But the actual percentage 
increase in the amount paid to the state 
will be 18 percent. The taxpayer who 


paid $39 for every $1,000 of taxable 
income in the past would pay $46 if the 
governor’s plan went into effect. 

It has been this way all along in 
politics. In 1971 when the governor 
signed a 50 percent inco ie tax in- 
crease, he did it in the quiet of his office 
and left town before the signing was 
announced In 1973 and 1974 when 
signing tax cut bills, he did it with large 
ceremonies with many smiling 
legislators in his office. 

The odds are that when the latest tax 
increase does become law, it won't be 
done with ceremonies and smiling* 
legislators.

To avoid political backlash 


Administrators, congressmen 


Members of the Republican Ford 
administration and the democratically- 
controlled Congress already have 
begun to maneuver to avoid the 
political backlash that could result if 
South Vietnam falls to the communists. 

Two questions spotlight the issue. 
Whose fault will it be if the South 
Vietnamese go down the drain? Does 


the American public care any more 
whether the communists take over 
South Vietnam? 

President Ford and Secretary of 
State Henry A Kissinger have told 
House and Senate leaders of both 
parties that if the United States allows 
the Saigon government to be over- 
whelmed the shock will be felt 


throughout the non-communist world 
The credibility of American promises 
to help other beleaguered nations resist 
aggression will be thrown into doubt. 

That argument has been played as a 
trump card by Ford and Kissinger. Still 
that line of reasoning has a hollow ring 
to many members of the House and 
Senate. 

They recalled that the same 
argument has been put forward by 
every administration going back to 
President Eisenhower 

Nevertheless, after spending $150 
billion, dispatching a million American 
troops and suffering more than 55,000 
American dead, the Saigon government 
still is not out of the woods 

President Ford has asked Congress to 
earmark an additional $300 million in 
military supplies for South Vietnam 
and $222 million for Cambodia this 
year The money would be used to help 
both countries replace weapons and 
obtain more ammunition 

“I believe it will be very, very dif- 
ficult to get Congress to approve the 
President s request,” Sen Robert P 
Griffin (R Mich.) said “That is my 
reading of the situation Getting such 
legislation through Congress only could 
be regarded as a long shot possibility “ 

Griffin added that the administration 
originally asked far $14 billion for 
South Vietnam Congress then 
authorized $1 billion but ultimately only 
appropriated $700 million Thus, the 
$300 million request can be regarded as 
making up the difference 


At a recent news conference, Griffin 
said he realized how unpopular further 
involvement in Vietnam was with the 
American public. 

Yet when American troops pulled out 
two years ago ‘Svetook on a moral 
commitment if not a legal one” to help 
the South Vietnamese defend them- 
selves, Griffin added 

“There is a general feeling in 
Congress and in the country — a feeling 
I think is unfortunate— against 
providing Saigon with any further 
assistance,” Griffin said. 

The Paris Peace accords allow both 
the North and South Vietnamese to 
replenish their exhausted weapons and 
supplies on a 1-for-l basis. Communist 
alies of the North Vietnamese have 
done much more than that for the Hanoi 
regime 

Griffin denied there was a matter of 
principle involved in opposing further 
American help for President Nguyen 
van Thieu’s hard pressed South 
Vietnamese troops. Congress already 
has appropriated the $700 million, the 
Michigan .senator said 

The whole issue might have been 
more clear cut, if Congress had refused 
to make any appropriation at all, he 
added 

As the political situation stands now- 
President Ford and those members of 
Congress such as Griffin who generally 
support the White House on this issue 
run the risk of an adverse reaction from 
the American voters. 

At the same time, those members of 
Congress who oppose Ford's request 
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maneuver

Planners pave way for auto dealership 


The rezoning of a 32-acre, 
land parcel to permit the 
constructoion of a new auto 
dealership and garage in 
Van Buren Township 
has received a recom- 
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mendation for approval from 
the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission. 

The Planning Com- 
mission’s recommendation 
was made after a public 
hearing on a rezoning 
petition filed by John 
Bowman of 768 Yarmouth, 
Birmingham, Mich. 

Bowman told the com- 


mission he wants to build a 
Chevrolet dealership on the 
land, which is located on the 
north side of the North 
Service Drive of 1-94 south of 
DeWitt Road. 

He said he had 662-foot 
frontage on the service 
drive and the land parcel 
was 2,262 feet deep. He 


added that he will have new 
cars, used cars and garage 
work on about 15 acres at the 
present time and would do 
nothing with the back half of 
the property. In addition, the 
property will be fenced in, 
he said. 

Bowman also told the 
planners he would like to 


start work as soon as 
possible. 

The site’s present zoning is 
residential. Bowman 
requested a zoning 
classification change to 
highway business. There 
were no dissents to the 
rezoning at the public 
hearing.

DeWitt Road said he was not 
opposed to the rezoning but 
wanted to know about the 
drain on the property in- 
volved He added that it now 
was overflowing. He was told

Sixteen years have slipped past since Belleville High has 
won a league basketball championship. 

And that’s a long, long time not to win anything. 

But second year coach Tom Niemi has been putting 
“things” into place and the long drought could end this year. 
He isn’t talking about championships, even though his speedy 
Tigers knocked off the No. 1 ranked team in the area and in 
the Suburban 8 League.. 

Belleville jolted Plymouth 
Salem 66-59 and that victory 
plus seven others provided 
the Tigers with a share of 
first place. They haven't 
been there, atop of a league 
standing in this decade or the 
decade before, so people are 
asking what has Niemi done 
to this team to make It a 
contender.

If you dote on statistics 
and comparisons of the pa£t 
12 months with previous 
years, this is for you. If you 
don’t care for that line of 
reading (and especially if it 
deals with data on weddings 
and other nuptial-type in- 
formation) then stop right 
here. 

We’re told quite regularly 
(via the media) that young 
people are just not taking 
that traditional trek to the 
altar as they once did. And 
national statistics bear out 


their claims as poll after poll 
is taken and research done 
through, the matrimonial 
bureaus. 

Since we’re not a business 
dealing primarily with 
statistics, we don’t keep a lot 
of unnecessary records. But 
this reporter does keep a 
listing of engagement an- 
nouncements and sub- 
sequent weddings so, that 
much info we can offer you. 

IF OUR jottings are any 
sort of barometer, they DO 
bear out the nation wide 
claim that fewer young 
people are signing their 


names to marriage 
licenses. Checking back to 
1972 The Enterprise and 
Roman announced 184 
engagements as compared 
to a dip of 135 in 1973 and only 
119 last year. Of those same 
couples, 87 reported their 
marriages in ‘72; 81 the 
following year and only 60 
the past season. 

A few more items we have 
in our book reveal that June, 
August and November were 
most favored for the bridal 
month all three years while 
January scored a low 12th. 

Weddings primarily took 


place in churches but we had 
a few off-beat ceremonies 
held in meadows, parks, 
boats and alongside ponds 
and lakes.

W cup orange flavor liqueur 
(optional) 

Vz cup superfine sugar 
1 quart lemon-lime car- 
bonate beverage, chilled.

the rear of businesses. 

The question of financing

Following the meeting 
held in the City Council

The purchase by the city of 
the two parking lots was 
made with funds from a bond 
issue in 1955 and paid off in 
1967, Smith said. 

The parking meters were 
installed in the two parking 
lots and along both sides of 
Main Street to help pay off 
the revenue bond issue 

The parking meters 
eventually were removed at 
the request of downtown 
merchants who wanted them 
taken out to stimulate 
business 

Following the removal 
program, downtown mer 
chants assisted the city in

ORDINANCE 


AN ORDINANCE TO PROVE FOR THE PAYMENT OF 
SPECIAL PROFESSIONAL FEES INCURRED BY THE 
CITY OF ROMULUS FOR THE REVIEW OF AP- 
PLICATIONS AND-OR PETITIONS FOR BUILDING 
PERMITS, ZONING, REZONING, THE GRANT OF 
VARIANCES, APPROVAL OF SITE PLANS AND-OR 
ANY AND ALL AGREEMENTS, CONTRACTS. IMPACT 
STUDIES, SURVEYS OR OTHER PROFESSIONAL 
SERVICES RELATING TO THE ABOVE, INCLUDING. 
BUT NOT LIMITED TO, CONSULTING FEES AND 
EXPENSES OF CITY ENGINEERS. PROFESSIONAL 
LAND PLANNERS, ATTORNEYS OR OTHER 
REQUIRED PROFESSIONAL SERVICES OF ANY 
KIND OR NATURE WHATSOEVER 

The general purpose of this ordinance is to permit each 
department to be reasonable self-supporting, and it is not 
intended to revise or repeal any existing application and- 
or petition or fee requirement procedures contained in 
other ordinances. 

SECTION I Definitions. 

a) Special Fees: Fees and-or expenses required to be 
incurred by the City or any department thereof, for 
professional consultation relative to any application, 
petition, contract or other proposal to be considered by the 
City of Romulus incident to any grant, license or ap- 
plication to be acted upon by the City of Romulus or any 
board or body thereof. 

b) Expenses: Any items of charges incurred by the City 
of Romulus incident to professional consultation which 
shall be reasonably required by the City of Romulus in the 
process of considering any application for building per- 
mits, zoning, rezoning, the grant of variances, the ap- 
proval of site plans and-or any and all other agreements 
or contracts relating to the above which items of expense 
shall include, but not be limited to the consulting fees and 
expenses of engineers, professional land planners, at- 
torneys or other professional consultants of any type or 
description reasonably required 

c) Professional Consultants: Professional Consultants 
shall include the City Attorney, City* Engineer. City Land 
Planner and any and all other professional services 
reasonably required to process and consider the subject 
matter of the particular application, petition, contract or 
other proposal. 

d) Departments: Departments are herein defined and 
shall include any and all City Officers charged with the 
processing of the applications and-or petitions or 
proposals as well as the City Council, the Planning 
Commission, the Building Department, the Zoning Board 
of Appeals and any and all other boards or committees 
whose attendance to the subject matter of the petition, 
application or proposal, which is required by law in the 
processing thereof. 

SECTION II. Applicants and Fees Contemplated 

a) All applicants and-or petitioners whose applications 
and-or petitions have been submitted for permits, zoning 
changes, applications for rezoning or petitions for the 
grant of variances, approval of site plans and any 
agreements, contracts or proposals relating thereto shall 
be required to reimburse the City of Romulus for any and 
all special professional fees and expenses incurred by the 
City of Romulus in the processing and consideration of 
any such application, petition or proposal, which fees and- 
or expenses are reasonable and necessary to properly 
process and consider any such matter so submitted. 

b) An itemized statement of any and all such special 
professional fees incurred shall be submitted to the ap- 
plicants and-or petitioners prior to the grant of any final 
approval, the issuance of any permit, approval of site plan 
and-or execution of any contract or agreement or the 
effecting of any change requested by the terms of any 
such application or petition 

c) No final approval shall be granted by the City of 
Romulus or by any board or body thereof nor shall any 
permit be issued and-or contract or agreement executed 
relative thereto until the fees prescribed by this ordinance 
have been paid in full to the department, officer or body 
charged with the processing of the application, petition or 
approval. 

d) Any objections by the petitioner or the applicant as to 
the reasonableness or necessity’ of any fully itemized 
statement of such special professional fees shall be 
submitted to the City Council of the City of Romulus who 
shall have the power to consider, modity, reduce or abate 
all or any part of such charges to the applicant Any such 
action by the City Council shall be taken by it prior to the 
granting of any permit, license, rezoning, variance or 
other action required by the City Council or any board, 
commission or body of the City of Romulus in granting the 
relief sought by the applicant and-or petitioner to the 
extent of any such abatement, reduction or modification.

Should any section, clause or provision of these 
regulations be declared by the Court be invalid, the same 
shall not affect the validity of these regulations as a 
whole, or any part thereof other than the parts so declared 
to be invalid.
